pledged to him, the easier it will be 
to win in other districts 
and

conventions and to gain other dele­ 
gates. 
The 
president’s 
spokesmen 
profess to have no fears that Roose­ 
velt will stam pede

party, but they will take every pre­ 
caution to prevent such a contingency 
The president is emphatic in his 
jrders that there shall be no lam bast­ 
ing of the insurgent leaders

their follow'ers. 
He gave the same 
orders as 
to

Roosevelt 
when there was warm talk that Col. 
Roosevelt would oppose him. 
The president, therefore, is said to 
be in a tactful position for the future 
with regard to the republicans who 
are nowT fighting his renomination. It 
they oppose him in November, it will 
not be for the reason that he has 
hurt their feelings or their vanity by 
attacks upon them.

It is the opinion of M. Leon Diguet. 
who has been studying the state of 
the cochineal industry in Mexico for 
some time, that before many years 
have passed cochineal 
scarlet 
will 
have become a thing of history only 
like the Tyrian purple of antiquity 
How many people are aware of th€ 
method of manufacture of this well- 
known dye. 
It is made from the dried 
female of the cochineal insects (coc­ 
cus cacti). 
They are gathered by 
brushing the branches of the nopal 
cactus, on which the insects feed as 
soon as they begin to lay their eggs. 
They are then dessicated in ovens or 
killed with boiling water. 
It has been 
estimated that one pound of cochineal 
contains no fewer than 70,000 distinct 
4nsects. 
The color is brought out and 
fixed by chloride of tin. 
The Indians 
had cultivated the coccus cacti in pre 
Columbian days, but the commercia 
possibilities of the insect seem to have 
been first realized by the Spaniards U 
1518. 
It was introduced into Europe 
about 1523, and into India in 1795 
The city of Oazaca was the center oi 
the cochineal country in the days o¡ 
Humboldt, but only a few plantation» 
of the nopal cactus 
now 
remain— 
hence the fear that the dye will sooi 
become a thing of the past, at an} 
rate unless some other substance if 
found on which to feed the insects.
